The tempo of movement toward new agreements, in any 
case on the key directions of real nuclear disarmament, 
don’t satisfy us,” Shevardnadze said. 

The Soviet envoy contrasted the 1987 superpower 
agreement to eliminate medium-range nuclear weapons 
with a lack of progress under Bush on pacts to reduce 
strategic nuclear weapons and ban nuclear weapons tests.

10,000 expected to flee to West Germany

ABYU English professor was still 
in critical condition Monday at LDS 
Hospital] in Salt Lake City following 
a weekend crash of a private airplane 
near Payson that also injured a BY U 
student. 

The pilot, John S. Harris, 59, of 
Springville and the passenger, Dar- 
ren Jared, 26, a sophomore from 
Oklahoma majoring in family sci- 
ences, were rushed to Mountain 
View Hospital in Payson Saturday 
morning with extensive injuries suf- 
fered in the crash. 

Harris was later transferred to 
LDS Hospital. 

Jared was listed. in stable condi- 
tion Monday at Mountain View Hos- 
pital. 

According to the sheriff's report, 
the plane took. off Saturday from 
Spanish Fork Airport at 8:15 a.m. 
The small, rear-engined aircraft 
crashed at about 8:30 a.m. at 8750 S. 
3200 West in Benjamin, one mile 
north of Payson.

The plane bounced off of 3200 
West and skidded 30 feet into a field. 

In an interview Monday from his 
hospital bed, Jared said the ride with 
Harris was a surprise set up by a 
friend who knew of Jared’s love for 
airplanes and flying. Jared said he 
was excited to go up in Harris’ ex- 
perimental plane. 

“We flew around for 15 to 20 min- 
utes while he (Harris) talked about 
the plane and its capabilities,” said 
Jared. “We did several flight maneu- 
vers, including loops, with no prob- 
lem.” 

“We were at least 1,000 feet up 
when we did a power-off stall ... as 
we started the stall, it appeared to 
me that the engine lost all power. 
We just kept losing altitude,” Jared 
said, ef Sr 

Harris is a technical writing and 
an American novel professor. He has 
been teaching at BY U since 1962 and 
is credited with beginning the tech- 
nical writing course. 

The crash is being investigated by 
the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion, and the cause is still unknown.

BOGOTA, Colombia — Gunmen on 
Monday assassinated a former mayor 
of Medellin who crusaded to oust drug 
eartels from the city, the cocaine cen- 
ter of Colombia and the focus of vio- 
lence in the country’s drug war. 

Five or six attackers firing 9mm 
automatic pistols from two cars killed 
Pablo Pelaez Gonzalez as he was be- 
ing driven to the local metal products 
factory he operated, police said. 

Pelaez’s driver also was killed and a 
bodyguard was wounded, said a po- 
lice spokeswoman who refused to be 
identified. las) 

: The killers fled, the police said. Ra- 
dio reports said they were dressed in 
black. haa) 

Colombian television showed bullet 
holes in the front and rear wind- 
shields of Pelaez’s white BMW sedan. 
His personal papers were scattered 
across the back seat. 

Near Medellin, invaders Monday 
set fire to a farm owned by the head of 
the government oil company. 

A similar attack Sunday targeted 
the ranch of a government official who 
supports turning over drug traffick- 


Barco and Colombia’s drug lords 
have been at war since Aug. 18, when 
narcotics gangs assassinated the po-' 
lice chief of Medellin and Sen. Luis 
Carlos Galan, the leading presidential 
candidate and a cartel foe. 

The government retaliated by de- 
creeing emergency powers, under 
which it has summarily confiscated 
bank accounts, ranches, airplanes, 
boats and cars believed to belong to 
fugitive drug bosses. 

It extradited one reputed cartel 
member, Eduardo Martinez Romero, 
to face trial in the United States. 

Martinez Romero was flown to At- 
lanta to face charges he was involved 
in the laufidering of millions of dollars 
of cocaine cash for the Medellin cartel, 
believed responsible for 80 percent of 
the cocaine reaching the United 
States. 

He pleaded innocent Monday and 
was ordered jailed without bond. 

Drug gangs have responded to the 
government crackdown with daily 
bombings, arson and _ shootings, 
mostly in Medellin.

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints is recalling many of its 
missonaries from Colombia because 
of increased unrest and threats in the 
South American nation, church offi- 
cials said. 

A delegation of church officials 
were in Colombia last week to moni- 
tor the situation. Don LeFevre, a 
church public affairs official, said 
there were no specific threats made 
against the missionaries or the LDS 
Church. 

He said there were threats ex- 
pressed towards Americans in gen- 
eral. 

Church spokesman Bruce Olsen 
said some of the missionaries will re- 
ceive transfers to various missions in 
Latin countries. Most of the mission- 
aries who had only two or three 
months left to serve on their missions 
were sent home Friday because it 
would be too costly to transfer them, 
he said. . 

The LDS Church has been the 
target of increasing violence in other 
South American nations, particularly 
Chile and Bolivia. 

Last week an LDS chapel was dam- 
aged in Santiago, Chile, but the inci- 
dent caused no injuries. 

The explosion last week was the 
latest in a series of bombing attacks 
on church property in and around 
Santiago. 

Two radical leftist groups claimed 
responsibility for the July bombings. 

In Bolivia, two missionaries were 
gunned down last May by groups de- 
nouncing “Yankee imperialism.” 

LeFevre said in order to safeguard 
the missionaries in Bolivia and Peru, 
the church has recalled a number of 
North American missionaries to bal- 
ance out the ratio of North Americans 
and natives. : 

Missionary work will continue to go 
forward in Colombia, where. the 
church has 60,000 members, church 
leaders said. LDS Church leaders 
said they would not comment on how 
many. missonaries were stationed in 


Colombia and how many would re-— 


main. 


reprehensible.” 

Pelaez, 45, a former police inspec- 
tor, was elected mayor of Medellin, 
Colombia’s second-largest city, in 
1984 on the Liberal Party ticket, the 
party of President Virgilio Barco. He 
left office in 1986. 

Pelaez founded a local group called 
“Love for Medellin,” aimed at elimi- 
nating drugs and crime. 

Last week, the 4th Army Brigade 
in Medellin announced the arrests of 
four suspected leaders of a cocaine- 
cartel “hit squad” that sarcastically 
called itself “Love for Medellin.”

Exxon to leave Alaskan cleanup Sept. 15 


POINT HELEN, Alaska — Thousands of oil-spattered workers ham- 
pered by worsening weather have only a few more days to clean crude oil off 
Alaska’s petroleum-fouled shoreline before Exxon Corp. stops work for the 
season. 

Exxon says it will pull out the last of its workers by this coming F riday 
after Meg 2 more than 1,000 miles of shoreline tainted by the nation’s worst 
oil spi 

The company claimed Thursday that only four miles remained to be 
treated, but state and federal agencies disagree with Exxon about how much 
has been cleaned and how well. 

“Our position is that the weather is going to make us go regardless of what 
the numbers are, regardless of how much is left,” said Exxon spokesman 
Henry Beathard. 

Exxon said it chose Sept. 15 for the withdrawal of the last of its thousands 
of workers and hundreds of vessels to avoid increasingly poor weather and 
reduced hours of daylight. In this land where winter comes early, the first 
dusting of snow can already be seen in some higher elevations. 

Weather permitting, the shore will be “environmentally stable,” 
clean, by Exxon’s deadline, the company said. 

“T’m quite confident we are going to make it — if we can just get a few good 
days of weather,” said beachmaster Warren Winstead of Baton Rouge, La. 


Utahns rank high in the usage of ritalin 


SALT LAKE CITY —.Utahns consume large amounts of the prescription 
drug Ritalin, and state licensing officials say in some cases that drug and other 
controlled substances are being abused or even illegally sold to others. 

“We’re aware that some children who receive these drugs by prescription 
from a physician will divert the drug and they will sell it or exchange it. We 
don’t know how prevalent diversion of these drugs (is),” said David Robinson, 
director of the Utah Division of Occupational and Professional Licensing. 

“Drugs are controlled because of their high addictive potential and their 
potential for abuse,” he added. 

“(But) we have some entire families who are receiving the drug and we have 
some physicians who seem to specialize in that, and the division doesn’t know if 
its medically indicated,” Robinson said. 

However, Dr. L. Ted Morrison disagrees that diversion of the drug is as 
serious a problem as claimed. 


SAT scores of women, minorities decline 


NEW YORK — After almost a decade of steady gains, average Scholastic 
Aptitude Test scores among women and several minority groups slipped last 
year, The College Board reported Monday. 

Overall, scores among the 1,088,223 high school students who took the SAT 
in 1989 showed little change for the fourth consecutive year. Average verbal 
scores dropped a point to 427 compared to 1988; math scores were unchanged 
at 476. 

Average composite scores on the ACT Assessment, the college entrance 
test that predominates in 28 states mostly in the Midwest and West, dipped 0.2 
points in 1989 to 18.6. Averages on the four-part exam, assessing English, 
math, social studies and natural science skills, are scored on a scale of 1 to 35. 

Critics for years have accused both tests, especially the SAT, of being 
biased against women and minorities, and the latest averages again displayed 
a wide race and gender gap. 

This year’s scores “prove that the College Board and ETS have failed to 
address the issue of bias,” said Bob Schaeffer, a co-author of the FairTest 
book, in an interview. 


Aging jetliners to be modified for safety 


WASHINGTON — The Federal Aviation Administration ordered that 
aging McDonnell Douglas jetliners undergo modifications after flying a set 
number of landings, government and industry officials announced Monday. 

None of the workis urgent and theairliners remain safe to fly, said Clyde 
Kizen of the Air Transport Association. 

“Let me emphasize that the safety record of commercial aircraft continues 
to be excellent,”said Kizer. 

No fare increases or service disruptions are expected. The order is a 
precautionary action to ensure planes continue flying safely, he said. 

A FAA official said the agency will order various modifications to the 
fuselage, landing gear and doors of 1,153 DC-10, DC-9, DC-8 and MD80 
jetliners used by. U.S. airlines. Previously, the FAA had-required periodic 
inspections with replacement required only when corrosion, cracking or other 
signs of metal fatigue were found. 


Tutu decries S. African police violence 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Police said Monday they will stop 
using whips against anti-apartheid protesters because of “negative reactions’ 
at home and abroad. 

Two prominent critics of the police, Anglican Archbishop Desmond Tutu 
and the Rev. Allan Boesak, discussed their concerns in Cape Town with 
diplomats from the United States and 14 other countries. 

Tutu said he asked the diplomats to “categorically condemn the brutalities o 
the security forces.” 

Activists claim at least 23 and as many as 29 black and mixed-race people 
were killed Sept. 6 in election night violence allegedly instigated by police in 
townships near Cape Town. 

Law and Order Minister Adriaan Vlok has called Tutu a liar and disputed 
the activists’ figures. Vlok says 10 people were killed in black-on-black fac- 
tional fighting and that five other deaths are under investigation. 

“Even if we dealt only with (the police) figure, it is a scandal, 
“Fifteen is a massacre.”

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U of U gift 
is returned 
to sponsor

SALT LAKE CITY — The Uni- 
versity of Utah on Monday formally 
agreed to return a gift of $15 million in 
stock to James L. Sorenson, ending a 
three-month controversy over pro- 
posed renaming of the university’s 
medical school and hospital for the 
industrialist. 

On Sept. 1, Sorenson — disen- 
chanted with the hue and cry that 
arose over the conditions of his en- 
dowment of 250,000 shares of Abbott 
Industry stock — asked U of U Presi- 
dent Chase Peterson to return the 
gift. 

In a meeting Monday, the school’s 
institutional council voted to do so. 

“The intention of the donor and the 
university aroused unexpected resis- 
tance in the community, and the un- 
happy events transpired of which we 
are all aware,” Peterson said. 

Opposition to renaming the medical 
school and hospital came from stu- 
dents, other donors and legislators. 

“IT wish to acknowledge again the 
intended generosity of the Sorenson 
family and the university’s regret 
that this generosity could not be im- 
plemented as originally intended,” he 
added. 

“It is now time to move on to sup- 
port the essential functions of the uni- 
versity in education, research and 
public service,” Peterson said. 

In June, Sorenson and Peterson 
signed a contract in which the renam- 
ing was agreed to in return for the 
endowment. 

However, after opposition arose — 
including the signing of a campus peti- 
tion by more than 1,000 hospital 
staffers and medical students — the 
school withdrew the offer, suggesting 
instead the creation of a J.L. Soren- 
son Institute for Medical Research 
and several endowed chairs. 

Sorenson, a _ medical-equipment 
manufacturer listed by Fortune as 
one of the nation’s richest men, re- 
jected the compromise. Hesaid he 
wanted the gift back to contribute to 
other charitable institutions. 


Utah prisoner 
population 
increasing

POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN — 
Utah’s recent swing toward tougher 
sentencing, coupled with a past his- 
tory of low incarceration rates, have 
made the rapid growth in the state 
prison’s population inevitable, a De- 


, partment of Corrections official says. 


Statistics show that Utah was one 
of nine states in the nation whose 
prison population grew more than 10 
percent in the first half of 1989, Cor- 


f rections spokesman Dave Franchina 


acknowledges. 

With a.13.2 percent increase, Utah 
Pelee fourth-highest in the nation, 

trailing Rhode Island with 20.3 per- 
cent; South Dakota with 19.9, and 
Connecticut with 18.4. 

he District of Columbia trailed 
Utah with a 12.1 percent increase. 

Franchina agrees Utah inmate pop- 
ulation increase “looks kind of alarm- 
ing,” but he says it doesn’t necessarily 
follow that Utah has experienced a 
huge jump in crime. 

“Utah has traditionally been one of 
the lowest in the nation in terms of 
rates of incarceration,” he explained. 

That rate is figured at how many 


prisoners per 100,000 population in 


the state, and for years Utah has been 
“either the lowest or the next low- 
est,” Franchina said. 

Figured that way, the District of 
Columbia takes the national record 
with 1,031 per 100,000 at the end of 


1988 while Utah’s rate then was only . 


117, the ninth-lowest in the nation. 

However, Nevada led the states at 
the end of 1988 with 452 per 100,000, 
Franchina said. 

“I think what you're going to find is 
the states that have had the highest 
rates of increase are the states that 
are playing catch-up ... Utah is hav- 
ing that problem,” he added. 

A big factor adding to Utah’s prison 
population was House Bill 209, which 
changed Utah law to require mini- 
mum mandatory prison sentences for 
sex offenders, Franchina noted.

Coolidge visited a crime-ridden, 
heavily vandalized housing project 
Monday, walking over dirt paths lit- 
tered with broken bottles and looking 
through paneless windows in aban- 
doned apartments. 

“This is a wasteland of available 
housing,” she said during a trip to call 
attention to conditions in the St. 
Thomas Housing Project and the 
plight of the homeless. She is in New 
Orleans for a concert Wednesday to 
benefit the homeless. 

“Since 1980, the government has 
taken $30 billion out of the housing 
budget, while the number of homeless 
has gone up,” said Coolidge. The 
housing budget is now only $7.5 bil- 
lion. 

“If Congress would just put 15 per- 
cent of the defense budget into hous- 
ing, these problems could be solved in 
a matter of years.” 

Coolidge plans to tell her accoun- 
tant she wants to pay more taxes. 


MINNEAPOLIS — Mayor Don 
Fraser saw an aide chasing a thief 
who had grabbed her purse, so the 
65-year-old mayor figured the only 
thing to do was join the chase.

Onaslow Sunday afternoon at the 
Utah Valley Hospital in 1939, two 
nurses would take care of 25 patients 
while the other nurses enjoyed the 
afternoon off. 

Fifty years later, the hospital has 
a 3-to-1 _ patient-to-nurse ratio 
‘and has 1800 employees. It even has 
anew name — the Utah Valley Re- 
gional Medical Center. 

“We are an outstanding hospital 
because of our team effort,” 
UVRMC Executive Director Mark 
Howard said at a 50th anniversary 
celebration Sunday at the Provo 
Tabernacle. 

Howard said the hospital started 
with 55 beds. That number grew to 
‘110 beds in 1955, 260 beds in 1958 
and 408 today. The center’s emer- 
gency room handles more than 
37,000 patients a year. 

Howard said the hospital has 
made several changes over the 
years. The Garn, Allie and Clark Au- 
ditorium was added and a second 
CAT scanner was purchased. The 
Mental Health Behavioral Medicine 
Section went from 18 beds in 1984 to 


At the celebration, Howard reada 
letter from a nurse at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Grand Junction, Colo. 
who worked with UVRMC person- 
nel during an emergency flight to 
Salt Lake City that had to stop in 
Provo. “I have never met a more 
friendly, capable staff,” the nurse’s 
letter read. 

. The featured speaker at the cele- 
bration, Elder Jeffrey Holland, a 
member of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy and former BYU president, 
reminded the audience that 
“medicine is still a blessing money 
cannot buy. 

“The hospital is a symbol of care 
and concern for each other-in this 
community.” 

“Hospitals are more crucial than 
ever to the quality and longevity of 
our lives,” he said. 

Holland joked about UVRMC’s 
maternity ward, “don’t let it be said 
I didn’t play my part in the great 
maternal center of the entire 
planet.” 

UVRMC spokesman Clark Caras 
said the hospital’s maternity ward is 
the busiest per capita in the United 
States. BYU is one reason the ma- 
ternity ward is so busy, he said.

SALT LAKE CITY — Foes ofa 
proposed $55 million outlay of public 
money to build Winter Olympic 
Games facilities in Utah plan to orga- 
nize a campaign against a November 
referendum asking 
voters’ approval of 
the funding. 

Olympics oppo- 
nent Alexis Kelner 
said Monday that 
he and _ others 
against: the use of 
tax funds to pay for 
the proposed 1998 
games plan to an- 
nounce formation of 
their group next 
week. 

“Right now we’re 
still in the organiza- 
tional stage,” he 
said. “We'll be hav- 
ing a strategy ses- 
sion sometime 
soon.” 

The new organization will not be 
affiliated with the Utah Tax Limita- 
tion Coalition, Kelner said. 

He said the Legislature passed the 
Olympics referendum and funding bill 
in its last regular session without ac- 
cepting public comment. 

“They should have allowed the pub- 
lic to debate the issue before the Leg- 


islature. Basically, they passed a bill 
written by the Olympic promoters 
and there was no public input, no de- 
bate, no search for alternatives, noth- 
ing,” Kelner complained. 

“The public in Utah has to kill it. 
It’s a bad bill. It’s a bad proposal,” he 
added.
